THE GORGAS MEMORIAL 
It is fitting that any broad program of eradi­ 
cating pestilential disease, especial® malaria and 
yellow fever, should be lis.soctettipirith the name 
of Gorgas, the great successful pioneer in the work 
of driving out insect-borne diseases. Therefore 
the Gorgas Memorial Institute, located in Pana­ 
ma, derives its name and its purpose from Dr. Wil­ 
liam Crawford Gorgas, born in Mobile¿ 
ww 
was given by President Porras in behalf of the 
Republic of Panama. The memorial building will 
also be erectéd by Panama. A comprehensive 
scientific program for the fighting of disease is 
mapped out. The first of the research activities 
te the eptablishment at Tuscaloosa, Alabama, of 
the School of Sanitation the first project of which 
is the wiping out of malaria in the south, although 
ah ether diseases due to insanitation will be stud­ 
ied and measures taken to eliminate them. It is 
fitting that the first work should be done in Gor­ 
gas* satire state. The decision is due, however, 
principally to the efforts of Dr. E. G. Williams, 
"Virginia s commissioner el health, Dr. 
Oscar 
Dowling, state health officer of Louisiana, and 
State Health Officer Dr. W. S. Welch of Alabama. 
The institution having been established it re­ 
mains next to obtain an endowment sufficient to 
keep them in operation, It is established that six 
million dollars wib be needed for this purpose in 
order to insure a minimum income of three hun­ 
dred thousand dollars a year. Certainly that is a 
amah sum to pay for the fenefits of health and
